A REPLY TO THK INDEPENDENT ON 


WORK OF THIS CONVENTION. 


The Independent in Us issue of the 


25th instant has an editorial criticising 
the action of the late Democratic con- 
vention at Reno. The editor makes a 
very plausible sbowing to support bis 
position by arguing well. The Inde- 
pendent says the writer applied the 
tertn convontion to the State central 
committee, which is true. The term 
convention was used advisedly and 
with no intention to deceive or mis- 
represent In any particular. When 
the committee took the functions and 
prerogatives of a convention, whiob, 
according to nsage in the Democratic 
party it, had the right to do, the writer 
applied to the committee whea in 
tflssion and to its action the term con- 
vention. 


When the committee took the char- 


acter of a convention by assuming the 
dutiea and exercising the rights of a 
convention, the JODBNAL applied 
a 


term that covers and designates a body 
convened by direct action of the peo- 
ple. It has been a usage in the party 
for fifty years, to the personal knowl- 
edge of the writer, for committees to 
assume the powers cf conventions, 
and to take the authority of the people 
at a primary election without their 
consent and use it by appointing dele- 
gates to conventions, State or national, 
which is in opposition to legitimate 
proceeding. 


Daring the time mentioned there has 


been continued objection made to the 
usurpation of authority by committees. 
The writer continued to object to the 
irregular methods until he came to the 
conclusion taat the usurpation hud 
bean ratified by time and ceased to 
make objection. It is clearly the work 
of a convention to appoint delegates 
to a national convention, and is not 
the work of a State central committee 
BB such, and it was not the purpose of 
the JOURNAL to admit a usurpation by 
the committee by designating the work 
as the action of a State central com- 
mittee, which will explain the use of 
the word convention. 


The writer knew before it came to- 


gether that tbe committee intended to 
appoint delegates to the national con- 
vention, bat no objection was made to 
its assuming the charaoter'by doing tbe 
work of a convention; as before stated 
time has ratifle.i the usage.' 


The Independent is of tbe opinion 


that the work would have been proper 
for a convention fresh from the people. 
It is proper to give the language used, 
which IB: "If these delegates had been 
elected by a State convention there 
would have beeu no grounds for com- 
plaint. The committee exceeded its 
authority in going outside of party 
lines to elect these men." 


When Editor Booher admits that a 


convention could have, without viola- 
tion of principle, done the work of the 
committee, there can be no violation 
of principle, because the appointment 
of these men was made by the com- 
mittee when acting as a convention, 
or, if made by the committee without 
taking the form of a convention, the 
result respecting the principle in- 
volved would be the same, 


When the committee took the auth- 


ority to appoint it also took the auth- 
ority incident to spomtment. There 
was no half way place where tbe com- 
mittee could unload a part of the 
authority it had taken. It could have 
refused to use it, but could not throw 
it off at pleasure by saying it does not 
belong to the power to select, because 
that power bad been appropriated. 
If a convention could have done that 
which the committee did do, the com- 
mittee under the authority appropri- 
ated had the power, or all that it did 
do was wrong in principle, which can 
not be charged to the committee for 
reasons stated. 


The editor consented to the original 


appropriation of authority to appoint 
—nay—he done more, he was one of 
the appropriates, he was and is a 
member of the oonmittee and for that 
cause is not in a position to object to tbe 
work that he was a part of the means 
to consummate. The ultimate fact, 
including the 
appointment of dell- 


gates, is the part of the proceedings 
from itu stated 
position that the 


JOUI«AL is called on to notice, and, 
upon a review of tbe authority, its 
source and use, it is persuaded that no 
principle is violated by the appoint- 
ment of three Silver men an delegates 
to the National convention. 


Respecting the methods used to do 


the work in convention, the writer is 
not in a position to discuss them. He 
has no personal 
information that 


would justify auy criticism upon the 
action of any member of the body, and 
he will not under the circumstances

A NEVADA 


COPPER MINE 


Joseph Siegel, vice-president 
and 


general manager of the Vulcan Copper 
Company, arrived from Siegelville last 
evening. 


He reports that fifty miners are at 


work on the company's mines. They 
are drifting on the 200 foot level. As 
soon as the new hoisting works are 
completed the three-compartment shaft 
will be sunk several hundred feet 
deep. 


Tbe oro averages five per cent in 


copper, besides low values in gold and 
silver. On the surface the ledge or 
zone is 400 feet across. On the 100- 
foot level the ore body has been fol- 
luwed on the strike a distance of 200 
feet, and 25-foot crosscuts have been 
ran, with tbo ore still in the face of the 
drifts. 


Siegelville ia becoming quite a vil- 


lage. 
The smelter ia being recon- 


structed according to suggestion made 
by Professor B. D. Jackson, who re- 
cently exported the mine. It is being 
converted into a revcrberatory furnace. 


The company owns the well known 


Columbus coal fields and has a force 
of ten men at work developing the 
veins. There are six oatoroppings of 
semi-bitumenous coal on tho property. 
The veins are from three tn taue feet 
in width. The coal will not be coked 
but will be used raw in the cmelter. 
Tbe Vulcan Company has in the last 
year spent 
$175,000 developing its 


mines and the prospects are excellent 
for them to get returns on this invest- 
ment in a few months.
